About fifty 
persons were drowned.

bude. province of Hanover. Prussia, j 
The disaster occurred between Blan 
kenet and Niesteden. 
Among the pas 
gangers were the members of the Eil- 
back male choral society 
At the 
time of the accident the Primus was 
croasing the river channel near Blan- 
kenez 
from 
the southern 
Into the 
northern fair way. 
According to witnesses aboard the 
Hansa. the movement was made pre j 
cipltately. 
The Primus struck the j 
tug's engine-room and the Hana* en 
deavored to push her ashore, but the 
tug grounded and the ships parted 
The Primus then sank, 
in the inter­ 
val, however, about fifty of her passim 
gers were able to reach the Hansa by 
means of ropes and ladders.

more were picked up by the tug a 
boats, while others swam ashore. 
The terrible panic that occurred on

broad bed of soil to start and grow in. 
In pruning the grape cut hack to the 
third bud, as It Is usually the first en 
tirely perfect bud produced. 
When \\ Iuds p r e iall from any d i n e \ 
lion, as they usually do. lean tin* tree a J 
little In that direction when setting out 
T he essentials in making a good gar 
den are rich soil, plenty of manure, 
good seeds, timely labor and a fair sea­ 
son. 
H a lin g the soil In a good tilth nod 
planting in straight rows will save 
much labor in cultivating in the gar­ 
den. 
One of the best w ays of getting rid of 
moss and lichens adhering to the bark 
of trees is an application of lime vt bite- 
wash. 
In taking trees from a nursery or for- j 
est, preserve all of the roots aud fine 
rootlets possible. 
Dig OU. instead of • 
pulling up the tree. 
When the fruit or leaves of any plant 
or tree are eaten by insects of any kind. 
spraying iii good season and sufficient­ 
ly often is the safest and best remedy. 
Gladiolus bulbs should be planted in j 
full sunshine, four or five Inches deep 
and about one foot a p a r t Good soil, 
rather sandy, is best, avoiding manure, 
especially lf fresh.
